affairs owning thousands of acres 
of land and large herds of 
cattle, 
that the agricultural depression lead 
him into the serious straits 
finan­ 
cially, and that during the depress­ 
ion lie was continuously negotiating 
notes and renewing them, but thai 
the notes were genuine and bonifide.*’ 
McCray’s federal court trial 
on 
charges of using the mails to

fraud opened this morning with near­ 
ly 299 Indian* bankers called to tes­ 
tify against him.

Slate Department and Japanese Em­ 
bassy Closely Studying Reaction 


to Japanese Disavowal 


(By United H»-“ *» } 
Washington, April 21— President 
Coolidge will not veto the immigra­ 
tion bill, it was reliably reported to­ 
day in quarters close to the 
presi­ 
dent. 
The bill with its Japanese exclus­ 
ion feature over which relations with 
Japan have been strained, will be­ 
come a law, either by the president’s 
signature o r by permitting it to lie o n 
the president’s desk for the 
.statu­ 
tory ten days without action, 
after 
which it automatically becomes a law, 
it was learned. 
The state department.and the Ja ­ 
panese em ba ssy here were 
closely 
studying the reaction of American 
public opinion to the note from Am­ 
bassador Ilanihara disavowing 
any 
implied threat in his original “grave 
consequences” communication 
and 
the Hughes reply confirming this po­ 
sition. 
If the verdict of public opinion on 
their exchange 
is 
favorable, 
two 
courses were seen by observers to 
be open to President Coolidge. 
1—A veto of the immigration bill 
with a simultaneous request to con­ 
gress to reconsider the Japanese ex­ 
clusion provision on the ground that 
Ilanihara has withdrawn the alleged 
threat of ‘grave consequences’ which 
many senators said caused them to 
vote for the measure. 
2— The dispatch of a special mea­ 
sure to congress drawing the atten­ 
tion of the legislators to the 
dis­ 
avowal of the Japanese ambassador 
and asking that the Japanese e x c lu s­ 
ion provision be reconsidered before 
the bill is sent to the White House. 
While some such, drastic action by 
the president to prevent 
enactment 
into law of the exclusion bill is re­ 
garded by observers as having been 
made probable for the first time by 
the Ilanihara disavowal, official sup­ 
port of this theorv was still lacking 
at either the White House or 
the 
state department.

“ Harry Thaw’s is a case of moral 
insanity— no purely mental defects 
are apparent,” Dr. Charles W. Burr, 
leading alienist testifying for 
the 
Thaw estate, said on the stand today. 
“ if freed, I believe, he would re­ 
vert to his abnormal sexual prac­ 
tices—assuming that the history of 
his ease is true,’’ Dr. Burr continued. 
Thaw sat frowning in the front 
row as this testimony was given at 
resumption of the hearing of 
his 
sanity, but he braced up when 
the 
witness, answering a question from 
Judge Monahan, admitted he 
had 
found nothing in his three examina­ 
tions of the Pittsburg millionaire to 
indicate lie was insane. He based his 
views on Thaw’s history. 
Dr. Burr said he did not find Thaw 
insane immoi alyl or otherwise on the 
strength of the examinations alone.

If the verdict of public opinion on 


their exchange is favorable, two 
courses were seen .by observers to 
be open to President Coolidge.
